Seeds,  Fruit  and  Ornamental  Trees- 
It  is  A  question  of  no  small  importance 
at  this  tiine  to  ask  one's  self  wbat  trees, 
plants,  garden  Mede,  etc.,  he  should  have 
for  the  coming  seaiion.  In  the  first  place 
allow  us  to  insist  upon  every  ooe  who 
owns  a  foot  of  ground,  either  in  or  out 
of  town,  to  invest  this  spring  a  few  dol- 
lars in  fruit  and  ornamental  trees,  the 
former  in  particular  ;  there  are  varieties 
of  apples  to  be  haJ,  as  well  as  plums, 
pears  sod  cherries,  that  with  any  kind 
of  care  and  pains  in  setting  them  out  and 
keeping  them  clear  of  weeds  until  they 
get  a  good  hold  in  the  soil,  will  not  only, 
without  the  shadow  of  «  doubt,  live  in 
this  country,  but  that  will  bear  a  good 
crop  of  fruit  the  second  year  after  plant- 
ing. We  allude  to  the  different  varieties 
of  dwarf  tre«8  now  grown  in  and  being 
so  successfully  introduced  by  the  re- 
nowned Rochester  (N.  Y.)  Nursery,  of 
which  Mr.  L.  R.  Hawkins,  of  Spring 
Lake  is  the  authorized  agent  for  this  lo- 
cality. We  I>ave  took  occasion  to  exam- 
ine his  catalogues  with  their  descriptions 
and  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  cer- 
tain vaiicties  therein  desciibed  will  un- 
doubtedly prove  a  success  in  this  coun- 
try, and  bear  abundantly  the  second  year 
after  planting  if  properly  cared  for.  The 
kinds  we  speak  of  have  been  purposely 
'dwarfed'  for  northern  latitudes,  and  al- 
though they  never  grow  more  than  six 
feet  in  height,  they  are  trained  to  spread 
out,  commencing  within  two  feet  of  the 
ground,  so  that  the  amount  of  fruit  is  in 
no  wise  curtailed.  Any  one  wishing 
trees,  seeds  or  shrubbery  havs  only  to 
.-tpjily  to  Mr.  Hawkins  who  will  order 
them  at  once  and  they  will  be  forthcom- 
ing in  early  spring.  Let  every  one  who 
feels  any  interest  in  beautifying  and  add- 
ing to  the  value  and  comfort  of  his  home, 
order  a  few  trees^ — say  half  a  dozen  ap- 
ples of  tlie  hardy  varieties,  a  few  plums 
and  cherries,  three  or  four  trees  to  orna- 
ment his  door  yard,  some  currants, 
grapes,  strawberries,  or  anything  he  may 
choosey  and  if  you  succeed  with  these 
more  of  them  and  other  xarielies  can  be 
added  ;  likewise  all  the  garden  seeds  you 
m»y  ne«d,  as  by  procuring  them  in  this 
way  y>u  will  be  sure  of  a  desirable  kind 
.iiid  they  will  be  fresh.  Let  us  com- 
mence this  E^pring  to  make  our  homes 
not  only  attractive,  but  productive  of  a 
few  of  the  delicacies  that  have  always  as 
yet  Leon  strangers  to  us  who  have  lived 
in  Minnesota,  and  always  will  be  unless 
we  take  an  interest  in  the  matter,  and  go 
»o  work  at  once  in  securin;;  these  bene- 
fits  of  which  we  stand  so  much  in  need, 
and  at  the  same  time  discharge  a  duly 
we  owe  to  posterity  and  ourselves. 


Let  each  on«  candidly  ask  hTmself  ths 
question,  "bow  much  of  my  time  has 
been  spent  in  ihe  pursuit  of  thoughts 
which  upon  their  face  bore  the  impress 
of  the  visionary  and  unreal  ?"  To  this, 
honestly  answered,  oiay  follow,  "Is  not 
this  a  wicked  wasts  and  a  theft  of  so 
much  of  my  proper  capital  or  stock  in 
trade  in  the  great  business  of  life  ?" 

If  there  is  any  meaning  or  force  in 
the  injunction  of  the  apostle,  "to  be  con- 
tent with  such  as  ts  have,"  it  compels 
the  believer  to  thankfully  endeavor  to 
improve  his  condition,  in  the  full  convic- 
tion that,  with  this,  happiness  may  be 
attained  under  any  circumstances,  but 
without  it,  no  change  of  place  or  conceiv- 
able acquisition  of  wealth  or  power  will 
bring  the  coveted  reward. 

Said  a  quaint  old  man,  "If  you  roll 
over  a  buckwheat  ever  so  many  times  it 
will  always  and  finally  lay  wiih  a  sharp 
edge  uppermost."  So  it  seems  to  me, 
that  those  restless  spirits,  who  find  so 
many  difficulties  in  the  way,  that  the  de- 
sirs  of  searching  for  a  new  home  has  be- 
come so  controlling  as  not  to  be  resisted 
by  any  sacrifice  required,  will  find  when 
it  is  too  late,  that  the  buckwjieat  of  life 
is  triangular  everywhere,  and  though  we 
may  "change  the  place  yet  not  the  pain" 
will  be  no  new  experience. 

So,  in  this  beautiful  country,  let  us  ac- 
cept the  evil  with  the  good  as  a  portion 
of  the  common  lot;  and  determine,  first, 
to  conceive  good  plans  for  the  work  of 
the  day  and  the  season,  and  next,  to 
bring  whatever  of  resource,  in  mind  and 
body,  may  be  necessary  to  their  success- 
ful execution. — Alias. 

Sheep. 

We  havs  some  acquaintence  with  a 
purcha.ser  of  wool  who  was  called  upon 
by  a  farmer  who  had  about  twenty  fleec- 
es of  wool  for  sale,  some  of  them  were 
Coswold  .and  Leicester  cross,  others 
were  nearly  pure  merino.  The  long  wool 
about  an  inch  from  the  bottom  of  the  sta- 
ple was  cottod,  the  bottom  being  perfect- 
ly free.  The  Merino  not  being  so  apt  to 
cott  was  very  weak  at  that  point,  the 
wool  being  well  grown  up  to  the  place  al- 
ready described.  The  purchaser  made 
this  remark  to  the  farmer.  "You  have 
an  excellent  pasture;  your  sheep  came  up 
in  the  fall  in  an  excellent  condition;  but 
you  put  them  upon  very  poor  feed  as 
soou  as  they  got  into  winter  quarters  ; 
you  fed  them  upon  nothing  but  very 
poor  hay  till  near  lambing  time,  then 
you  improved  their  feed  to  a  considera- 
ble degree  and  continued  it  until  they 
were  turned  out  to  grass."  The  man  at 
first  denied  the  whole,  saying  that  the 
sheep  were  well  fed  through  the  whole  of 
winter.  The  purchaser,  however,  firmly 
maintained  his  position,  oflerir.g  to  send 
a  man  lo  make  inquiries  of  his  hired  man 
When  he  found  a  further  denial  of  no 
avail  he  asked  very  earnestly.  "How 
did  you  know  all  about  it?  You  were 
not  there  lo  see."  The  purchaser  of 
the  wool-  showed  him  how  every  fleece 
was  affected  just  at  the  same  point  of 
growth  and  how  seriously  it  had  injured 
his  wool,  besides  materially  lessening 
the  weight  of  the  fleece.  As  the  feed 
was  improved  the  wool  begun  lo  grow 
free  again,  leaving  the  cott  considerably 
up  in  the  staple.  A  similar  result  is 
Sometimes  caused  by  sickness,  but  in 
this  case  every  fleece  being  alike  affected 
and  at  the  same  place,  it  was  coticlusive 
evidence  that  it  was  caused  by  poor  feed.

Feeding  Cows  for  Kilk. 

Having  tried  some  of  the  different  spe- 
cies of  grass  and  clover  for  the  purpose 
of  producing  fhe  most  milk — it  being 
weighed  regular  each  day — I  find  that 
clover.  Northern  red,  makes  very  much 
more  in  quantity  and  quality  too.  Chaa- 
ging  back  to  Timothy  and  other  grasses, 
it  is  certain  cows  decrease  in  the  number 
of  pounds.  They  were  fed  regulaily  upon 
each  kind  of  srass  about  three  hours 
each  day.  Oreeo  corn  fodder,  of  ths 
Souihern  kind,  saved  for  feeding  does 
not  produce  so  much  milk  as  either  of 
the  other  Xrinds  of  feed  mentioned.  Now 
as  milk  is  becoming  so  valuable  for 
cheese  and  butter,  farmers  will  aim  to 
produce  the  best  breds  of  cows  which 
produce  the  largest  number  of  pounds  of 
milk,  and  the  best  quality  too.  What 
kind  of  roots  and  grasses,  green  or  dried, 
will  make  moat  milir,  will  be  questions 
more  thoroughly  discussed  among  farm- 
ers, ns  the  value  of  che::;so  is  greater 
through  the  clieese  factory  system. — 
Boston  Cultivator. 


Butter  and  Cheese. 

In  a  series  of  seventy-four  trials  in  the 
butter  dairies  of  Worchester  county,  it 
was  found  that  it  took  twentv-one  pounds 
of  milk  to  make  one  pound  of  butter,  the 
trials  being  made,  an  equal  number  in 
June  and  September.  The  cheese  facto- 
ries last  year  found  it  took  a  trifle  over 
eleven  pounds  of  milk  to  make  one  pound 
of  cheese  in  June,  and  only  about  eight 
pounds,  on  an  average,  in  September  and 
October.  So  that  within  a  fraction,  tak- 
ing the  season  through,  two  pounds  of 
cheese  will  cost  about  the  same  as  one 
pound  of  butter.  These  facts  are  inter- 
esting and,  we  i\\\nk,  perfbctlj  reliable. 


Sales  of  Sheep. 

The  "woolly  people  are  becoming  very 
respectable.  Sales  have  taken  place  in 
one  county  in  Ohio  lately,  which  almost 
rival  those  of  Vermont.  Twenty-eight 
yearling  ewes  brought  S650each  ;  thirty- 
five  brought  8200  each:  ten  8500  each; 
eighty  8400  each;  five  8-300  each;  eigh- 
teen 8230;  four  8400,  and  four  8490each. 
Twenty-six  ewe  lambs  brought  in  gross 
83000,  and  thirty-seven  breeding  ewes, 
from  six  to  thirteen  years  old.  brough  in 
gross  85000,  and  nine  old  ewes  were 
sold  for  81900.  One  two-year-old  buck 
was  sold  for  825Q0.  and  one  for  $1500. 
One-half  interest  in  a  yearling  brought 
81500;  one  buck  five  years  old  brought 
85000;  one  buck  lamb  11000;  and  anoth- 
er 8700;  while  another  yearling  brought 
82000,  another  83500  and  another  1000 
and  so  on,  not  omitting  $1500  that  was 
paid  for  a  single  ewe.    ' 


Corn  Foddir. — The  same  Mr.  Peters 
in  the  same  paper  talks  wouderously  on 
this  subject: 

"The  amount  of  corn  fodder  that  will 
grow  on  an  acre  is  truly  fabulous  and  ne 
one  will  believe  it  until  they  have  had 
occular  demonstration.  It  is  a  very 
large  thing  to  grow  200  tons  of  green 
fodder  to  the  acre.  I  think  it  is  possi- 
ble to  grow  250  tons,  with  care  and  a 
good  season,  but  it  seems  so  extravagant 
that  I  usually  say  100  tons  may  be 
grown.

i^'A.  curious  acorn  plant  can  be 
grown  in  a  warm  room  by  suspending  an 
acorn,  pointdownwards,  just  over  a  ves- 
sel of  water,  so  as  nearly  to  touch  the 
water.  Carefully  split  the  point  of  the 
acorn  with  a  sharp  knife,  and  after  be- 
ing in  position  for  a  while  it  will  put 
out  a  liny  thread  of  a  root  towards  the 
water,  and  afterwards  throw  out  a  pair 
leaves  which  will  turn  and  grow  up- 
wards, making  a  neat  little  plant  orna- 
ment. 


Colts  Distemper, 
A  writer  in  the  Germantown  Telegraph 
gives  the  following  treatment: 

"As  soon  as  the  ftymptems  appear, 
give  a  heaped  tablespoon ful  of  common 
salt  twice  a  day.  Let  an  assistant  open 
the  animal's  mouth,  and  with  a  wooden 
spoon  or  paddle  lay  the  sail  well  hack  on 
the  tongue,  and  he  *will  be  obliged  lo 
Bi/rallow  it.  Continue  this  treatment  un- 
til heis  better.  After  learning  this  renri- 
edy,  I  bad  but  one  opportunity  to  try  it, 
which  resulted  satisfactoiily.  But  I 
communicated  it  to  a  brother  who  kept 
some  six  er  eight  horses  on  his  farm, 
and  he  told  me  eight  or  ten  years  after, 
that  he  had  had  the  distemper  among  hif« 
horses  several  times,  but  by  treating 
them  in  ihis  way  it  was  so  light  that  he 
considered  it  of  but  liitle  dieadvaniage. 
He  worked  his  horse.s  Qioderately  all  the 
time,  and  they  lost  hut  little  flssh." 


Gravkl  and  Lime  for  Fowls. — It 
should  be  born  in  mind  that  gravel  should 
by  all  means  be  provided  for  fowls  in 
winter,  if  they  are  shut  up  where  they 
cannot  obtain  it.  and  especially  when  the 
earth  is  covered  with  snow.  Their  health 
greatly  depends  upon  it.  Lime  or  old 
mortar,  is  also  necessary  f<)r  laying  hens 
There  cannot  be  egg's  shells  without  ilia 
material  is  supplied  for  them. — Tele^ 
graph. 


SrRKADiNG  Manure  in  the  Fall. — 
Mr.  Lyman  Balcom  of  Stuben  county

Cheap  Home  Made  Qate- 

In  our  trips  through  Vermont  we  have 
seen  gates  that  were  made  in  a  manner 
very  similar  lo  the  followinff  direction, 
which  we  copy  from  the  Ohio  Farmer. 
According  to  our  reccollection  cf  the 
Vermont  style  the  long  stiips  are  thinner 
and  nailed  on  both  sides  of  the  end  pie- 
ces and  brace  opposite  to  each  other,  of 
course,  and  the  hinge  end  piece  was  con- 
siderable longer  than  the  latch  end. —

Blind  Staggers  In  Sheep- 

The  disease  arrises  from  different 
causes  and  requires  different  treatment. 
Sheep  men  attribute  it  lo  "Grub  in  the 
bead,"  "Water  on  the  brain,"  or  fever 
with  rush  of  blood  to  the  head.  The  lat- 
ter is  considered  the  most  common  cause, 
and  is  treated  as  follows  by  one  of  the 
best  shepherds  in  the  Slate  :  First  bleed 
the  sheep  in  the  head,  either  at  theinler- 
cision  of  blood  vessels,  forward  of  and 
under  ths  eye  or  at  tlic  end  of  the  nose 
inside,  where  the  hlood  vessel  may  be 
plainly  seen.  Wet  the  top  of  the  head 
with  salt  and  water.  Physic  with  a  tea 
cupful  of  lard  and  drench  with  molasses 
and  sweet  milk,  three  or  ibor  spoonfuls 
of  molasses  to  a  pint  of  milk. — Prairie 
Farmer.  ■  '^~  .

Now  lay  down  your 
end  pieces,  then  place  the  eight  inch  wide 
and  ten  feet  long  strip  for  the  bottom, 
nail  it  at  each  end  to  the  upright  with 
wrought  nails;  now  taxe  three  ol  the  four 
inch  wide  strips  and  lay  them  on  parallel 
with  the  botionn  one.  iliviJin;^  the  sp;tces 
so  as  to  leave  fuur  inches  between  the 
lower  two  boards,  and  six  inclies  each 
spaire  between  the  upper  ones;  nail  as  be- 
fore. N>w  tuin  the  gate  over,  and  iaK(> 
iheremHiiiing  strip  lay  il  at  an  angle  from 
the  boltom,  at  the  hinge  end,  to  the  top 
at  the  latch  end;  cut  it  so  that  it  will  fit 
in  and  lay  close  to  the  long  strips;  nnil 
it  thorouglily.  Now  hangv. ith  strong 
hinges  and  you  have  a  gale  that  is  light 
and  will  not  sag,  and  just  as  perfect 
against  cattle  as  one  made  bv  a  joiner 
and  costing  from  three  lo  tiyedolUrs. —

Farmers  will  find  the  following  profi- 
table for  hou-te  and  fence  paint:  Skim 
milk  two  quarts ;  fresh  sl.icX-ed  lime, 
eighteen  ounces;  linseed  oil,  six  oances  ; 
white  burgundy  pitcii,  two  ounces  ;  Span- 
ish white,  three  pounds.  The  lime  is  to 
be  slacked  in  water,  exposed  to  th*5  air, 
and  then  mixed  with  ab.'Ut  one  fourth  of 
the  milk  ;  the  oil,  in  which  the  pilch  is 
disidved,  to  be  added,  a  little  at  a  time, 
then  the  rest  of-the  milk,  and  atterwards 
ihe  Spanish  vrhite.  This  is  sufficient  for 
twenty-seven  yards,  two  coats.  This  is 
for  a  white  paint  If  desirable,  any  oth- 
er color  may  be  produced;  thus,  if  a 
cream  is  desired,  in  place  of  the  epanish 
while,  Hse ochre  aloDe.

We  allude  to  the  different  varieties 
of  dwarf  trees    now    grown  in  and  being 
so    sucressfully    introduced    by  the  re- 
nowned Rochester    (N.  Y.)  Nursery,  of 
which    Mr.   L.  R.  H:iwk:ns,    of    Spring 
Lake  is  th»j  authorized  agent  for  this  lo- 
cality.    W'e  have  took  occasion  to  exam- 
ine his  catalogues  with  their  descriptions  . 
and  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  cer- 
tain vaiioties  therein  desciibed    will  un-  \ 
doubtedly  prove  a  success  in   this  coun- 
try, and  bear  abundantly  the  second  year  , 
after  planting  if  properly  cared  for.   The 
kinds  we  speak  of  have   been    purposely  [ 
'dwarfed'  for  northern  latitudes,  and  al-  ■ 
thouixh  ihev  never  "rrow   more  than   six  ' 
feet  in  height,  they  are  trained  to  spread 
out,  commencing  within  two  feet  of   the 
ground,  so  that  the  amount  of  fruit  is  in  !

Let  every  ono  who  | 
feels  any  interest  in  beautifying  and  add-  i 
ing  to  I  tie  value  and  comfort  of  his  home, 
order  a  few  trees — say  half   a   dozen  ap-  ' 
pies  of  llie  hardy  varieties,  a  few   plums  I 
and  cherries,  three  or  four  trees  to  orna- 1 
nient   his    door     yard,     some    currants,  i 
grapes,  strawberries,  or  anything  he  may 
choose,  and  ii    you    succeed    with  these 
more  of  them  and  other  xarielies  can  be 
added  ;  likewise  all  the  garden  seeds  you 
may  netfd,  as  by  procur'ng  them    in  this 
way  j^ou  will  be  sure  of  a  desirable  kind 
and    they    will  be    fresh.     Let  us  com- 
mence   this  ppring  to    make  our    homes 
not  only  attractive,   but  productive  of  a 
few  of  the  delicicies  that  have  nlwavs  as 
yet  been  strangers  li»  us  who  have  lived 
in  Minnesota,  and  always  will  be   unless 
wi-  take  an  interest  in  the  matter,  and  go 
to  work  at  once  in  pecurini;  these   bene- 

fits  of  which  we  stand  so   much  in  need,  ' 
and  at  the   same    time    dist  harge  a  duty 
we  owe  to  posterity  and  ourselves.  ! 


Let  each  one  candidly  ask  himself  the 
question,  "bow  much  of  my  lime  has 
been  spent  in  the  pursuit  of  thoughts 
which  upon  their  face  bore  the  impress 
of  the  visionary  and  unreal  ?"  To  this, 
honestly  answered,  may  follow,  "Is  not 
this  a  tricked  waste  and  a  theft  of  so 
much  of  my  proper  capital  or  stock  in 
trade  in  the  great  business  of  life  ?" 

If  there  is  any  meaning  or  force  in 
the  injunction  of  the  apostle,  "to  be  con- 
tent with  such  as  ve  have,"  it  compels 
the  believer  to  thankfully  endeavor  to 
improve  his  condition,  in  the  full  convic- 
tion that,  with  this,  liappiness  may  be 
attained  under  any  circumsta'ices,  but 
without  it,  no  change  of  place  or  conceiv- 
able acquisition  of  wealth  or  power  will 
bring  the  coveted  reward. 

Said  a  quaint  old  man,  "If  you  roll 
over  a  buckwheat  ever  so  many  times  it 
will  always  and  finally  lay  wiih  a  sharp 
edge  uppermost."  Sa  it  seems  to  me, 
that  those  restless  spirits,  who  find  so 
many  difficulties  in  the  way,  that  the  de- 
sire of  searchini;  for  a  new  home  has  be- 
come  so  controlling  as  not  to  be  resisted 
by  any  sacrifice  required,  will  find  when 
it  is  too  late,  that  the  buckwheat  of  life 
is  triangular  everywhere,  and  though  we 
may  "change  the  place  yet  not  the  pain" 
will  be  no  new  experience. 

So,  in  this  beautiful  country,  let  us  ac- 
cept the  evil  with  the  good  as  a  portion 
of  the  common  lot;  and  determine,  first, 
to  conceive  good  plans  for  the  work  of 
the  day  and  the  season,  and  next,  to 
bring  whatever  of  resource,  in  mind  and 
body,  may  be  necessary  to  their  success- 
ful execution. — Atlas. 

Sheep. 

We  have  some  acquaintence  with  a 
purchaser  of  wool  who  was  called  upon 
by  a  farmer  who  had  about  twenty  fleec- 
es of  wool  for  sale,  some  of  them  were 
Coswold  and  Leicester  cross,  others 
were  nearly  pure  merino.  The  long  wool 
about  an  int^h  from  the  bottom  of  the  sta- 
ple was  cotted,  the  bottom  being  perfect- 
ly free.  The  Merino  not  being  so  apt  to 
cott  was  very  weak  at  that  point,  the 
wool  being  well  grown  up  to  the  place  al- 
ready described.  The  purchaser  made 
this  remark  to  the  farmer.  "You  have 
an  excellent  pasture;  your  sheep  came  up 
in  the  fall  in  an  excellent  condition;  but 
you  put  them  upon  very  poor  feed  as 
soon  as  they  got  into  winter  quarters  ; 
you  fed  them  upon  nothing  but  very 
poor  hay  till  near  lambing  time,  then 
you  improved  their  feed  to  a  considera- 
ble degree  and  continued  it  until  they 
were  turned  out  to  grass."  Tiie  man  at 
first  denied  the  whule,  saying  that  the 
sheep  were  well  fed  through  the  whole  of 
winter.  The  purchaser,  however,  firmly 
maintained  his  position,  ofl»'rit.g  to  send 
a  man  lo  make  incjuiries  of  his  hired  man 
When  he  found  a  further  denial  of  no 
avail  he  asked  very  earnestly.  "How 
did  yuu  know  nil  about  it?  You  were 
not  there  to  see."  The  purchaser  of 
the  wool  showed  him  how  every  fleece 
was  affected  just  at  the  same  point  of 
growth  and  how  seriously  it  had  injured 
his  wool,  besides  materially  lessening 
the  weight  of  the  fleece.  As  the  feed 
was  improved  the  wool  begun  to  grow 
free  again,  leaving  the  colt  considerably 
up  in  the  staple.  A  siroilar  result  is 
sumelimes  caused  by  sickness,  but  in 
this  case  every  fleece  being  alike  affected 
and  at  the  same  place,  it  was  conclusive 
evidence  that  it  was  caused  by  poor  feed.

Cheap  Home  Made  Gate- 
In  our  trips  through  Vermont  we  have  , 
seen  gates  that  were    made  in  a    manner  ' 
very  similar  to  the   following'    direction, 
which  we  copy  from  the    Ohio    Farmer.' 
According   lo    our  reccolleirtion    cf    ihe 
Vermont  style  the  long  stiips  are  thinner  ' 
and  nailed  on  both  siiU'S  o(  the  end    pie- 
ces and  brace  opposite   to  each  other,    of 
course,  and  the  hinge  end  piece  was  con- 
siderable  longer  than    tho  lattrh    end. — ' 
Smh    li:;hl   <^aies    may   bo  easily  oponod  i 
.Tnd  shut  although  notentirtfly  supported 
bv  the  hinofs. 

I  take  live  pieces  of  inch  bords,  each 
ten  feet  long,  one  of  these  eight  inches 
wide  for  the  b-jtlom  str'p,  and  each  of 
the  otliers  four  inches  wide.  I  then  lake 
one  piece  fuur  inches  wide  for  one  end 
upright,  a'ld  one  piofe  eight  inches  wide 
lor  the  end  pi-'ce  where  the  hinges  are  to 
be.  These  end  pieces  are  lour  feet  long,  ' 
that  being  long  enough  for  any  gate  for 
ordinary  purposes.  Now  lay  down  your 
end  piecfs,  then  place  the  eight  inch  wide 
and  ten  feet  long  strip  for  the  bottom,  i 
nail  it  at  each  end  lo  the  upright  wiih 
wrought  nails;  now  laxe  three  ol  ihe  four 
inch  wide  strips  and  lay  lh*«m  on  parallel 
with  the  bottom  oti<;.  dividin^r  the  sp:tccs 
so  as  to  leave  four  inches  b.-tween  ihe 
lower  two  bo;uds.  and  six  inches  each 
spa<-e  b'«tween  the  upj)eroncs;  nail  as  be- 
fore. N>w  luin  the  gate  over,  and  iaK> 
the  remnining  strip  lay  it  al  an  angle  fj-.jm 
the  bo'tom,  at  the  hing*;  end,  to  the  top 
at  the  latch  end;  cut  it  so  thai  ii  will  til 
in  and  lay  close  to  the  long  strips;  nnil 
it  thoroughly.  Now  hangv.  ith  strong 
hinges  and  you  have  a  gate  that  is  light 
and  will  not  sag,  and  just  as  perfect  i 
against  cattle  as  ono  n'ade  by  a  joiner 
and  costing  from  three  to  tiye  dollars. — 
Any  person  can  put  together  and  hang 
such  a  g<-;te  in  two  hours.  ;

Natural  Curiositiea.  ; 

A  'ew  ditys  since  we  were  shown  by  a 
roan,  who  at-cumpaoied  the  expedition 
last  summer  across  the  country  toward 
the  sfold  region,  several  specimens  of 
petrified  wood,  and  vegitation  ;  among 
others  were  two  pieces  of  wood  in  which 
could  be  distinctly  seen  every  reeembr 
lance  oJ  that  article,  even  to  the  grain 
and  fibers  ;  but  »  hen  tested  proved  tn  be 
solid  6i<>ne  ofa  beautiful  color  and  tine 
crrii  ;  he  also  had  a  piece  of  snow-white 
elmlk,  very  soft  and  muvh  6ner  than  the 
wrdinarv  chalk  ;  he  says  there  is  a  large 
mountain  contposed  snlely  of  this  curious 
substance.  The  prettiest  of  all  his  spec- 
imens, however,  was  a  leaf,  about  the 
size  of  an  ash  or  plum  leaf,  which  had 
become  pelritied  as  it  had  fallen  ;  it  ad- 
hered to  a  piece  of  clay-looking  substance 
(also  petrified)  and  the  stem  and  even 
the  finest  veins  are  distinctly  visible, 
and  altogether  was  as  natural  as  when  on 
its  mother  tree,  except  in  color.  He  saw 
trees  five  feet  in  diameter  and  fifty  feet 
long  lyi"g  o"  the  grouml,  wiih  bark, 
limbs  and  twigs,  all  in  a  perfect  state  ef 
preservation,  and  solid  stone ;  there 
were  also  hundreds  of  sluoaps  of  all  sizes, 
which  were  stone. 

A  Five  Cent  Row, 

The  quiet  of  our  town  was  materially 
marred  on  last  Wednesday  by  a  row  en 
First  Street,  in  a  saloon  kept  by  C.  E. 
Bussee.  The  circumstances  are  some- 
thing as  follows  :  A  number  of  mea 
were  enjjacred  in  a  ofame  at-  cards,  when

to  pay  the  other  five  cents  himself.  At 
iliis  crisis  Corbet  stepped  in  and  called 
Bussee  a  liar,  when  he  returned  a  simi- 
lar compliment  ;  Corbet,  thereupon  com- 
menced skirmishing  in  the  direction  of 
Bussee.  and  struck  hiM  with  a  tumbler 
wlien  ihe  action  became  general  ;  Bussee, 
armed  with  a  lomuliawk  made  a  fearful 
onslauijhl  and  eiideavoied  to  flank  the 
enemy,  who  by  ibis  liine  had  coiioeni  rat- 
ed liis  whole  force  with  a  view  of  break- 
ing his  centre  ;  determined  bravery  was 
exhibited  on  both  sides,  and  ihe  carnage 
••was  awful  ;"  when  the  din  an.f  y.ur  of 
bat. In  was  ai  its  elimax,  and  just  as  the 
uoary  field  w:i«  about  to  be como  piofuse- 
ly  enriched.  Sheriff  Cressey  appeared, 
surrounded  the  '•shebang,"  arresied  the 
crew  and  marched  them  off  betoie  his 
bont)r.  Justice  McMullen,  where  a  hear- 
ing was  had.  resulting  in  the  fining  of 
Corbel  8 JO,  whicli  he  refused  to  pay, 
and  on  TliursJay  aioniipg  was  arrested 
and  lodged  in  jail.  Wediiesdav  nivjl.!, 
hewever,  (he  saloon  windows  wie  p.<r- 
tially  smashed  in,  find  Geiier  1  Devasia- 
lion  and  his  ataff  reii,'ned  in  the  premises. 
Ihe  whole  affair  originaied  from  the 
price  of  one  apple  ;  it  qj'.isl  have  been  of 
the  same  species  as  thai  eaton  by  raoth- 
ei-  Eve,  as  it  was  certainly  the  means  of 
Uckinii  up  a  wonderous  row,  not  in  klJeo 
but  in  a  ''\o\i  shoo.
